Importance  of  British  Success  at  That  Point  is  Referred 
to  in  Statement  of  Secretary  Lloyd  George — 
Village  Classed  as  Valuable  Ground 
'  by  Germans

French  Troops  Make  Successful  Surprise  Attack  Near  Es- 

trees— Cannon  of  Large  Calibre  Taken— Only 

Artillery  Activity  Reported  From 

District  of  Verdun 


LONDON.  July  26. —  The  Allied  are 
•bid  to  congratulate  thamselvea  on  an- 
other good  day's  record,  with  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Important  positions  of  Poxl- 
mrtiM,  on  the  western  front,  and  Erzlngan, 
In  Armenia,  while  the  Russian  general 
Sakharoff,  In  the  lighting  on  the  Slon- 
•vka  river,  captured  another  four  thou- 
sand prisoners  and  five  guns. 

The  British  Secretary  for  War,  Mr. 
Ueorge, — tn — a  published 
abatement  tonight,  shows  the  Import- 
ance the  Germans  attached  to  the  re- 
tention of  Posleree  by  quoting  a  Ger- 
man divisional  order  Issued  on  July  11, 
as  follows: 

"Furthermore,  the  conversion  of  vll- 
lagea  Into  strong  points  is  of  the 
greatest  Importance — such  villages  are 
Poslares,  Contalmalson  and  the  two  Ba- 
aentlns  and  Longueval." 

Secretary  Lloyd  George  points  out 
that  with  the  capture  of  Posleres  the 
last  of  these  villages  has  fallen  Into 
the  Allies'  hands.  lie  further  points 
out  that  today's  German  claim  of  the 
repulse  of  an  attack  on  Trones  wood 
must  be  a  clerical  error,  as  Trones 
wood  has  been  in  British  possession 
•Ince  July  14. 

The  opinion  or  military  critics  In 
London  is  that  no  posltlona  as  strong 
•s  those  the  British  now  are  success- 
fully attacking  will  be  found  between 
Posleres  and  Bapaumc;  otherwise,  they 
argae,  the  Germans  would  not  have 
risked  bringing  troops  and  guns  from 
the  Verdun  sector  to  defend  Posleres, 
and  It  la  Inferred  from  Indications  In  the 
official  dispatches  that  the  British  are 
already  beginning,  to  establish  them- 
selves on  both  sides  of  the  road  from 
Posleres  to  Bapaumc. 
s  As  on  the  western  front,  the  Germans 
and  Austrian*  appear  unable  to  make  a 
successful  stand  anywhere  against  the 
victorious  Hussians.  General  Uakharoff's 
recent  success  has  brought  Him  within 
about  12  miles  of  Brody,  which  leads  to 
the  approaches  to  Lemberg,  and  places 
General  von  Bothmer'a  army  in  danger. 

The  unexpectedly  swift  fall  of  Kr- 
aingan  leads  to  the  supposition  here 
that  the  Turks  must  have  removed  the 
guns  from  the  defences  of  this  town  to 
assist  the  armies  in  the  Held,  not  anticl- 
patlng  such  a  rapid  Russian  advance  In 
auch  a  difficult  country. 

The  Italian  front  attracts  little  pub- 
lic Interest,  but  the  Italians  have  re- 
cently been  making  good  progress  in  the 
Dolomites  region. 

Officially    Announced 

LONDON,    July    26.— The    village    of 


Posleres.  north  of  the  Homme,  has  been 
captured  by  Brltiah  troops,  according  to 
an  announcement  made  today  by  the 
War  Office. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

"The  whole  village  of  Posleres  is  now 
in  our  hands. 

"West  of  the  village  our  territorial 
troops  made  a  further  advance  and  cap- 
tured  two^  strong  trenches  and  a  num- 
ber of  prisoners.  Including  Ave  officers. 

"Elsewhere  on  the  battle  front  there 
Is    no   change." 

An  official  statement  issued  tonight 
says: 

"With  the  exception  of  occasional  ar- 
tillery duels  and  sharp  local  encounters 
at  various  points,  there  was  no  Import- 
ant  Incident   today." 

French   Snossss 

PARIS,  July  26.—  The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  tonight: 

"South  of  the  Homme  a  sudden  at- 
tack by  us  made  us  masters  of  a  forti- 
fied house  about  ISO  ■  metres  to  the 
southeast  of  Estrees.  We  captured 
some    prisoners. 

"Five  cannon  of  105  millimetres  taken 
In  a  battery  captured  by  us  the  day 
before  yesterday  south  of  Entrees,  are 
added  to  tha  material  already  reporteu 
as  taken. 

"On  the  rest  of  the  front  the  day  war 
calm,  except  In  Champagne,  where  a 
rather  violent  artillery  action  occurred 
In   the  sector  west  of  Prosnes." 

The  Belgian  communication  says: 
"There  has  been  some  artillery  activity." 

Prisoners   and  Guns 
The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 
"On    the   Somme   front   the  night   was 
calm. 

"In  the  course  or  the  battle  the  day 
before  yesterday,  when  we  won  a  group 
of  houses  south  of  Estrees,  we  mad*  117 
prisoners.  We  have  brought  in  three 
new  German  guns  and  much  material 
found  In  the  terrain  conquered  by  us  on 
July  20  north  of  Soyecourt.  This  brings 
tha  total  number  of  cannon  captured  on 
that  day  to  six. 

-"On  the  right  bank  or  the  Meuse 
there  was  great  artillery  activity  in  the 
Kleury  sector.  We  placed  under  fire  and 
dispersed  enemy  detachments  north  of 
the  Salnte  Fine  chapel. 

"At  daybreak  we  bombarded  an  impor- 
tant munitions  depot  near  Dun.  Thirty- 
eight  shells  were  launched  on  this  ob- 
jective. 

"In  the  course  of  the  night  twenty- 
nine  shells  were  thrown  on  the  railway 
stations  at  Vllosnes  and  Brieulles  and 
a  bivouac  near  Dannevoux.

WASHINGTON.  July  26.— Aroused  by 
an  official  report  from  the  commander 
of  the  battleship  Louslana  that  a  mys- 
terious ship,  purporting  to  be  a  British 
cruiser,  had  paased  Into  the  mouth  of 
Chesapeake  Bay  early  yesterday  morn- 
ing, the  Navy  Department  today  or- 
dered the  armored  cruiser  North  Caro- 
lina and  three  destroyers  to  neutrality 
duty  off  Capa  Henry.  Officials  main- 
tained unusual  secrecy  regarding  tha 
matter,  and  would  not  disclose  Just 
t  what  Instructions  were  sent  to  the 
commander  of  the  North  Carolina.  It 
was  assumed,  however,  that  he  had 
been  directed  to  see  that  the  German 
merchant  submarine  Is  not  attacked  by 
Allied  warships  within  the  three  mile 
limit,  and  that  American  neutrality  Is 
not  otherwise  violated.

LONDON.  July  26  — The  foreign 
trade  department  of  the  Foreign  Office 
declines  either  to  confirm  or  deny  the 
story  printed  here  tod%y*  to  the  effect 
that 'New  York  banka  were  consulted  by 
the  British  officials  before  the  blacklist 
waa  published. 

Unofficially  It  le  admitted  that  It  Is 
possible  some  such  steps  may  huve 
been  taken,  but  the  department  here 
directly  concerned  has  no  knowledge  or 
such  negotiations.

GERMAN    COLONIAL   TRADE 

High     Commissioner's    Beport    Touching 
oa  Samoa  aad  Conquered  African 


OTTAWA,  July  26. — Interesting  par- 
ticulars of  the  manner  In  which  the 
Allies  are  gobbling  up  German  colonial 
trade  and  extending  their  rule  over 
newly  conquered  territory  are  given  In 
a  communication  to  the  Trade  and 
Commerce  Department  from  the  High 
Commissioner  In  London. 

"As  regards  Samoa,  which  la  In  occu- 
pation by  New  Zealand."  the  report  says, 
"trade  is  free.' except  In  so  rar  as  en- 
emy firms  are  being  liquidated.  Trade 
haa  been  reopened  with  Southwest 
Africa.  Goods  may  be  Imported,  subject 
to  the  dutl*s  and  tariffs  prevailing  In 
tha  Union  of   South   Africa. 

"In  Weat  Africa  the  whole  of  the 
Cs maroons  Is  now  regarded  aa  territory 
la  friendly  occupation  for  the  parpoae 
or  trade.

ML  VICTORY 
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NOTABLE  GAIN 
ON  RIGA  FRONT 


Russian  Success  at  Northern 
End  of  Line,  of  Which  Offi- 
cial Reports  Have  Said  Little 
— Fierce  Bombardment.

Lord  Derby's  View  of  Britain's 
Situation  in  Connection  With 
Great  War — Volunteer  Army 
Magnificent. 


LONDON,  July  26— "Great  Britain 
Is  not  tiring  or  the  war.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  country  never  waa  more 
hopeful  and  united,"  said  Lord  Derby, 
rormer  director-general  of  recruiting, 
and  now  Under  Secretary  for  War,  la 
an  Interview  today. 

."The  military  situation  Is  satisfac- 
tory. I  am  in  no  position  to  give  you 
details  of  the  actual  operations,  but  I 
can  tell  you  that  on  a  recent  visit  I 
round  everyone  at  the  rront  exceedingly 
cheerful  and  fully  convinced  that  we 
were  started  on  the  straight  road  to 
victory. 

"The  way  may  be  long  or  short. 
Any  man  venturing  to  prophesy  aa  to 
the  length  of  the  war  la  foolish,  but 
I  am  convinced  that  ultimate  victory 
will  be  ours  without  question.  Our 
voluntary  armies  have  proved  equal  to 
the  heat  Conscript  armies.  In  saying 
this  I  do  not  mean  to  underrate  the 
efficiency  of  Iron  discipline,  but  It  la 
difficult  to  equal  tha  spirit  of  volun- 
teers. 

"Not  only  the  work  of  the  Infantry 
but  tha  even  more  surprisingly  good 
showing  of  our  artillery  proves  that 
the  voluntary  spirit  leads  tha  troops  to 
acquire  knowledge  In  -  a  few  months 
which  standing  armies  take  years  to 
gain. 

"Of  course,  my  chief  Interest  Haa  la 
tha  men  of  my  own  county,  whom  I 
found  fighting  Ilka  veterans,  although 
moat  of  them  were  In  factorlas  or 
counting  bouses  a  month  ago.  But  It 
la  Impossible  to  distinguish  between 
counties,  as  all  are  fighting  so  splen- 
didly. 

"We  have  no  daalra  to  partition  Ger- 
many. Home  of  our  colonies  may  In- 
sist upon  tha  retention  or  German  col- 
onies, hot  that  Is  not  what  we  are  la 
tha  war  for.  We  mint  to  prevent 
future  wars,  and  we  want  tha  United 
States  with  us  In  this  Tew  ask  how 
far  we  export  to  go.  I  don't  know, 
but  personally  I  waat  It  to  go  as  tar 
as  Berlin.  " 


PETROGRAD,  July  2S,  via  London, 
July  26. — Many  or  Russia's  war  opera- 
tions are  being  noted  almost  with  the 
curtness  or  algebraical  signs  In  the 
brier  phrases  or  the  offlclnl  bulletins, 
but  their  real  extent  is  Illustrated  by 
the  news  now  to  hand  or  the  success 
gained  last  week  by  *ho  Russians  near 
Higa. 

Before  the  main  attack,  which  began 
on  July  16,  tTie  Russian  land  batterlea 
and  the  guns  of  the  ships  lying  In  the 
gulf  opened  a  tremendous  Are  on  the 
German  positions  extending  southeast 
from   the  gulf,  near  Lake  Kanger. 

This  Are  was  so  terrible  that  the  Ger- 
mans, after  holding  ou'.  for  an  hour,  fled 
In  panic,  and  the  Russians  occupied 
their  first  line  to  a  distance  of  ten 
miles  southward  from  the  sea,  together 
with  the  neighboring  Tlerul  and  Kern- 
mern  ewamps,  which  afford  excellent 
protection  against  German  counter-at- 
tacks. 

The  main  attack  being  thus  carried 
out  on  the  right  flank,  f-n  assault  waa 
delivered  further  to  the  eaat.  and  here, 
after  a  heavy  bombardment,  the  Russian 
infantry  advanced  with  an  impetua 
which  carried  them  In  places  as  far  aa 
the  German,  third  line. 

To  reap  the  best  results  of  this  on- 
set, further  artillery  preparation  is  ne- 
cessary, and  that  explains  why  for 
some  days  past  the  official  bulletins 
have  noted  heavy  artillery  Are  on  the 
Riga  positions  and  along  the  Dvina.

"On  Tuesday  our  gallant  troopa  un- 
der command  of  Gen.  Yudenltch  took 
in  battle  the  town  of  Erxlngan.

"The  Emperor  yesterday  sent  the 
following  telegram  to  the  commander- 
in-chief  at  Tlflis:

BERLIN,  July  26.— The  repulse  of 
strong  attacks  by  Russian  forces  on  the 
German  lines  in  the  Baranowichl  region 
was  announced  today  by  the  War  Of- 
lice. 

"Our  airmen,  by  dropping  bombs  and 
by  their  machine  gun  Are,  compelled  en- 
emy troop  transport  trains  on  the 
l>winsk-Plock  railway  and  east  of  Minsk 
to  come  to  a  standstill,"  the  statement 
says. 

"Army  group  of  Prince  Leopold — 
During  the  evening  and  night  Russian 
forces  directed  attacks.  In  which  three 
divisions  were  observed  to  be  engaged, 
against  the  front  east  and  southeast 
of  Gorodische,  13  miles  north  of  Baran- 
owichl. As  with  all  previous  attacks, 
these  were  rendered  fruitless  and  most 
severe  losses  were  Inflicted  on  the  en- 
emy. At  one  point  the  enemy  was 
driven  back  by  a  counter-attack,  leaving 
one  officer,  80  men  and  a  machine  gun 
In  our  hands. 

"Army  group  of  General  von  Llnsln- 
gen — Northwest  of  Lutsk  enemy  recon- 
noitring detachments  were  unsuccess- 
ful. Northwest  of  Herestechk  strong 
Russian  attacks  were  repulsed.  One 
hundred  prisoners  and  two  machine 
guns  were  brought  In. 

"Army  group  of  General'  Count  von 
Bothmer — East  of  the  Koropke  sector 
minor  fights  occurred  between  ad- 
vanced detachments. 

"Army  group  of  Jfc'leld  Marwhal  von 
Hindenburg— West  of  Riga  recon- 
noitring detachments  penetrated  Rus- 
sian advanced  positions  and  destroyed 
them.  Enemy  patrols  showed 
greatly  increased  activity." 
Western  Front 

Regarding  operations  on  the  Western 
front,    the   statement    says: 

"On  the  Comines-Ypres  canal  a  large 
British  bastion  was  destroyed,  with  its 
occupants,  by  the  explosion  of  a  Ger- 
man  mine. 

"The  British  have  established  them- 
selves in  Pozieres,  north  of  the  Homme. 
Farther  east  minor  enemy  attacks  on 
the  Foureaux  wood  and  near  Longue- 
val  were  repulsed.  Attempted  attacks 
on  Trones  wood  were  observed  and 
frustrated    by   our    fire. 

"South  of  the  flntnme,  southwest  of 
La  -Maisonnette  farm,  on  the  night  of 
July  25,  we  held  the  ground  when 
fresh  French  attempts  to  capture  It 
were  made.  Lively  hand  grenade  fight* 
lag  occurred  south  of  Entrees  yester- 
day. 

'  French  troops  occupied  the  crater 
made  by  the  explosion  of  one  of  their 
mines  on  the  La  .Fills  Morte  height,  In 
the  Argonne,  but  were  driven  immedi- 
ately out   by   a   Oerman   counter   mine. 

"On  the  left  bank  of  fhe  Meuse  wo 
made  a  little  progress  on  Hill  304.  On 
the  right  bank  of  the  river  there  was 
artillery  fighting  during  the  night  In 
the  Thlaumont    wood. 

"Two  enemy  airships  were  brought 
down  within  our  lines  north  of  the 
Homme  by  Infantry  and  machine  gun 
fire.  One  aeroplane,  after  an  aerial 
battle,  fell  to  earth  in  a  bunting  con- 
dition near  Lunevllle.  On  Monday  a 
Freest]  biplane  was  shot  down  in  the 
direction  of  Fort  Houville  by  a  direct 
hit    from    our    anti-aircraft    guns.

Craig,  which  resulted  in  his  removal 
rrom  command  of  the  153rd  Battalion, 
hers,  came  to  an  abrupt  conclusion  last 
e\enlng.  Judge  Advocate  Major  Gen- 
eral H.  Smith,  of  Ottawa,  after  an  In- 
formal private  hearing  of  -vldeno-  from 
several  witnesses,  announced  that  he 
would  present  a  report  to  the  Militia 
Department,  and  that  If  circumstance* 
warranted,  a  formal  Investigation  would 
be  ordered.

BALTIMORE.  Md  .  July  r6 .—  The 
German  submarine  trader  Deutseh- 
land  waa  still  moored  at  her  pier  late 
last  night,  after  another  day  of  ungratl- 
fled  expectancy  on  the  part  of  her 
agents,  her  captain  end  crew.  They 
111  disguised  their  anxiety  over  the 
non-arrival  at  any  port  of  the  Deutsch- 
land's sister  ship,  the  Bremen,  and 
while  Capt.  Paul  Koenig  at  least  re- 
tained his  outward  air  of  confidence.  It 
was  plainer  than  ever  that,  aa  the  days 
pass  with  no  word  of  the  Bremen's 
fate,  the  suspense  of  all  concerned  in 
tha  Deutschland'a  fortunea  la  reaching 
the  breaking  point. 

Capt.  Koenig  broke  his  silence  to  ad- 
mit that  at  present  he  was  helpless  In 
the  face  of  circumstances  over  which 
he  frankly  says  he  has  no  control.  He 
reiterated  his  confidence  in  his  ability 
to  dash  out  Into  the  ocean  past  a  cor- 
don of  hostile  warships,  but  would  not 
specify  whst  these  circumstances  were 
that  held  him  back  whan  his  craft  has 
passed  every  sailing  test  and  her  hold 
Is  crammed  with  valuable  freight.  It 
was  apparent,  though,  that  It  is  the 
absence  of  the  Bremen  alone  that  has 
tied  the  skipper's  hand*  and  held  the 
Deutschland  hard  and  fast  at  her  moor- 
ings 

Sitting  In  the  office  of  Cspt.  Fred- 
erick Hlnsch  at  the  Andre  Street  pier 
of  the  Eastern  Forwarding  Company, 
where  the  submarine  is  moored,  the 
commander  chatted,     lie   laughed   when 


asked  if,  as  the  time  draws  near  for  his 
departure  on  his  perilous  trip  back  to 
Bremen,  he  feels  uneasy. 

"What  Is  there  to  fear?  The  ocean 
Is  big  and  deep,"  he  aald. 

When  the  Deutschland  arrived  her* 
over  two  weeks  ago  Capt.  Koenig  said 
the  Bremen  would  follow  shortly.  Now 
he  dodges  that  question- 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Deutsch- 
land has  begun  to  move  about  behind 
her  screen  of  barges,  it  Is  now  believed 
that  she  will  be  here  for  several  daya 
more. 

Count  von  Bernstorff,  the  German 
Ambassador,  was  expected  to  pay  a 
second  visit  to  Baltimore  this  evening, 
to  be  entertained  at  dinner  at  the  home 
of  Carl  A.  Luderltz,  the  German  con- 
sul, and  to  meet  Capt.  Koenig  and  his 
officers  again.  The  ambassador  is  cer- 
tain to  have  something  of  Importance 
to  say  to  the  commander  of  the 
Deutschland  before  the  submarine 
turns  her  sharp  bow  out  of  Baltimore 
harbor. 


OFFERING  PLEAS 


Manchester  Guardian  Heads 
Movement  to  Save  Him 
From  Gallows — Many  Prom- 
inent People  Give  Assistance, 


{LONDON,  July  26. — Roger  Case- 
ment's fate,  which  The  Manchester 
Guardian  1h  trying  to  avert,  is  the  sub- 
ject of  a  long  letter  from  Bernard 
Shaw.  Mr.  Shaw  argues  that  If  De 
Wet  is  spared  while  Casement  Is  hanged, 
the  unavoidable  conclusion  will  be  that 
Casement  will  be  hanged  not  because  hs 
is  a  traitor,  but  because  he  Is  an  Irish- 
man. Casement  should  be  treated  as  a 
prisoner  of  war,  says  Mr.  Shaw.  Ire- 
land has  enough  heroes  and  martyrs 
already. 

The  Manchester  Guardian  yesterday 
printed  an  appeal  signed  in  Ireland  by 
Cardinal  Logue,  six  bishops,  thirteen 
M.P.'s,  forty-three  representatives  of 
universities  and  other  learned  bodies 
and  artists.  The  signers  of  the  peti- 
tion say  they  have  no  pity  for  Case- 
ment, but  urge  "large  and  deep  consid- 
eration of  the  policy  which  may  result 
from  the  full  csrrylng  out  of  the  pun- 
ishment  exacted   by   the  legal   tribunal." 

Casement's  services  In  "fever-etrieken 
regions  of  West  Africa  and  Bfssll, 
where  his  health  was  permanently  im- 
paired," also  were  cited  In  conjunction 
with  a  suggestion  that  hia  vlawa  en 
Irish  sffalrs  may  have  been  colored  by 
his  physical  condition. 

The  Guardian  also  prints  a  long  let- 
ter from -Henry  W.  Nevlnson,  who  sd- 
vances  similar  arguments,  and  con- 
cludes ss  follows: 

"It  is  common  knowledge  thst  Insinu- 
ations against  Casement's  private  char- 
scter  have  been  passing  from  mouth  to 
mouth.  These  insinuations  have  no 
bearing  on  the  charge  on  which  he  waa 
convicted,  nor  have  they  been  estab- 
lished or  mentioned  In  court.  They  ara 
said  to  be  founded  on  documents  discov- 
ered by  the  police  among  Casement's 
property. 

"How  the  alleged  contents  of  those 
documents  came  to  be  whlepered  abroad 
I  cannot  say.  ,  In  certain  continental 
countries  one  could  Imagine  the  police. 
or  even  the  Government,  spreading  auch 
rumors  with  the  object  of  poisoning  the 
public  mind  against  a  man  whom  they 
wished  to  destroy.  1  am  told  this  was 
a  common  devlee  also  of  the  Inquisition 
In  the  old  days,  but  In  the  case  of  the 
English  Government  and  English  Isgal 
or  police  authorities,  auch  conduct,  of 
course,  Is  unthinkable. 

"I  can  And  no  expWnaUon.  I  can 
only  say  that  anyone  who  may  have 
attempted  by  any  such  means  to  blacken 
the  character  and  prejudice  our  feel- 
ings toward  a  man  who  stsnds  In  acute 
danger  of  a  degrading  and  hideous  death 
is.  in  my  opinion,  guilty  of  a  far 
meaner  and  more  loathsome  crime  than 
.the  worst  which  could  possibly  be  un- 
earthed In  the  career  of  the  criminal 
himself."

LONDON,  July  t  (By  mail)— W.  F. 
Nlckle.  K.C.,  MJ>.  for  Kingston;  F.  H. 
Shepherd,  M.P.  for  Nanaimo,  B.C.  Sena- 
tor N.  A.  Belcourt  and  Senator  Wm. 
Dennis,  four  of  the  ten  Canadian  dele- 
gates of  the  Empire  Parliamentary  As- 
sociation, yesterday  travelled  for 
nearly  half  an  hour  In  military  aero- 
planes over  Aldershot  at  a  height  of 
1.5*0  feet,  and  at  a  apeed,  during  part 
of  the  time,  of  to  miles  an  hour. 

Half  an  hour  before  the  overaeaa 
delegatea  of  the  association  left  their 
headquarters  at  the  Windsor  Hotel  this 
afternoon  en  route  for  Birmingham  and 
other  industrial  centres  In  England,  Mr. 
Shepherd  was  Interviewed.  He  apoke  of 
the  increased  spirit  of  optimism  among 
the  representatives  of  the  Dominion 
Parliaments  In  regard  to  the  final  Issue 
of  the  war,  following  the'  personal  In- 
terviews they  have  had  with  Cabinet 
ministers  here;  of  the  portion  of  their 
programme  already  profitably  and 
pleasurably  accomplished,  and  of  the 
further  prospects  In  view  In  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  remainder  of  their  ar- 
rangements, including  a  probable  visit 
to  the  western  theatre  of  war  and  to 
the  Grand  Fleet 

But  apart  from  this,  in  addition  to 
the  strictly  buslneaa  part  of  the  trip  to 
the  Motherland — which  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Inspecting  the  war  organisation 
in  this  country  and  exchanging  opinions 
with  home  members  on  questions  aris- 
ing out  of  the  war — Mr.  Shepherd  told 
how  he  spent  his   "day  of  days." 

For  over  twenty  minutes  on  the  after- 
noon of  Saturday,  July  8,  Nanalmo'a 
member  spent  the  time  of  his  life  diving 
through  the  clouds  in  a  military  aero- 
plane at  an  altitude  of  l.COv  feet.

LONDON,  Ont.  July  28. — Conductor 
Cutting  and  Brakeman  C.  Stone,  of 
Bridgeburg,,  are  dead,  and  Engineer 
Wrlgley  and  Fireman  A.  Webb,  both  of 
Fort  Erie,  are  badly  hurt  as  a  result  of 
a  rear-end  collision  one  mile  east  of 
London  on  the  Grand  Trunk  at  4  o'clock 
this  morning. 

The  crash  occurred  In  a  dense  fog, 
which  came  after  a  terrific  electrical 
storm. 

Faat  freight  No.  489,  from  Fort  Erie 
to  Detroit,  in  charge  of  Conductor  Cut- 
ting, had  reached  the  sand  pits,  and 
slowed  up  so  as  to  avoid  crashing  Into 
outgoing  tralna.  Extra  westbound 
freight  No.  60,  coming  along  behind  at 
45  miles  an  hour,  crashed  Into  the  ca- 
boose, plowed  through  ten  cars  and  de- 
railed  the  locomotive. 

Cutting  died  soon  after  being  taken 
out  of  i\:  wreckage.  Stone  waa  terribly 
crushed.  The  engineer  and  fireman 
were  hurt  about  the  head  and  body,  but 
will  recover.

BAN  FRANCISCO.  July  28—  The  first 
"important"  arrest  In  ths  hunt  for  ths 
persons  who  exploded  a  bomb  during  tbe 
Ban  Francisco  preparedheas  parade  last 
Saturday,  killing  sight  and  Injuring 
forty  persons,  was  made  today,  when 
Chief  of  Police  White  and  a  squad  of 
detectives  arreated  W.  K.  Hillings,  a 
motor  machinlat.  The  arrest  was 
staged  dramatically  In  the  free  clinic 
maintained  by  Stanford  University  In 
the  Lane  hospital,  where  th*  suspect 
was  receiving  treatment,  "not  for  a 
wound,"  the  police  said.

It  la  a 
part    of    the   sovereign    right   of    every 
Government   to  go  to   this  extreme,  and 
no  one   has  a  right   to   protest.     In  a 
case  where,  ss  the  British  Government 
has  dons,  certain  firms  are  aelected  for 
blackliatlng.    It    Is    quite    right    for   the 
Government    within    whoss   Jurisdiction 
such   firms    are,    to    make    inquiries   ss 
to   the   reasons   why  any  of  them   have 
been    included,    but    we    ahall    be    very 
greatly    mistaken    if    President    Wilson 
undertakes  to  enter  any  protest  against 
the  blacklisting  of  any  of  them.       The 
policy    of    establishing    a    black    list    is 
quite  another   matter,   but   we   think   It 
Is   fully   Justified.     It   is  not   right   that 
our    enemies    should    be    permitted     to 
profit  by  our  foreign   trade.     This  can- 
not wholly  be  prevented,  but  it  can  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 


An  Eastern  exchange  says  It  notes 
a  disposition  to  discuss  whst  part  Can- 
nda  shall  take  in  the  naval  defence  of 
the  Empire,  but  thinks  the  question 
ought  to  be  postponed  until  after  the 
war.  We  think  this  is  sound.  For  the 
present  all  that  Canada  ought  to  do  is 
to  make  up  her  mind  that  she  muat  do 
something  In  a  large  way  for  naval 
defence,  and  when  peace  comes  deter- 
mine whst  that  wsy  ahall  be.

Posleres   commands    the    German 
line   for  a  considerable  distance  to   ths 
east,  and  so  vital  did   the  snemy  think 
Its  possssslon  to  them  that  troops  were 
brought   from  their   front  st  Verdun  to 
hold    the   British    In    check   If   possible. 
But  the  valor  of  our  soldiers  would  not 
be   denied.

Lieut.  Charles  Brown,  of  Royal 
Berkshires,  Returns  From 
Firing  Line  to  Visit  His  Rela- 
tives in  Victoria,

After  six  months'  service  on  the  firing 
line,  Lieut.  Charles  Brown,  of  the  Hoyal 
Berkshire  Regiment,  a  Hon  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  P.  R.  Brown,  of  this  city,  has  re- 
turned to  spend  a  few  weeks'   leave,  on 


the  expiration  of  which  he  will  rejoin 
his   unit    "Somewhere   In    France." 

Lieut.  Brown  was  one  of  those  Vic- 
torians who  offered  his  services  to  the 
Empire  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  He 
became  a  member  of  the  88th  Regi- 
ment, Victoria  Fusiliers,  and  was  one 
of  the  first  draft  from  that  corps  to 
leave  on  overseas  service.  He,  there- 
fore, went  through  the  Winter's  train- 
ing undergone  by  Canadian  troops  at 
Valcartier  and  subsequently  was  at 
Shorncliffe,  England,  engaged  In  prep- 
aration for  the  front. 

In  December,  1914,  the  young  Vic- 
torian transferred  to  the  Royal  Berk- 
shire Regiment  and  was  with  that  force 
in  England  until  it  was  ordered  abroad 
In  September,  1915.  It  was  not  long 
before  Lieut.  Brown  saw  action.  He 
went  Into  the  foremost  trenches  early 
In  April  and  has  taken  his  regular  turn 
In  that  form  of  service  ever  since,  un- 
til being  granted  leave  to  visit  his  rela- 
tives and  friends  of  Western  Canada. 
He  was  transferred  from  time  to  time, 
and  thus  has  seen  different  parts  of  the 
long  line  In  Northern  France  and  In 
Belgium  which  Is  held  by  the  British 
forces.  At  one  time  he  was  stationed 
at  the  point  where  the  British  have 
been  engaged  recently  and  at  which  the 
drive,  the  outcome  of  which  has  been 
so    successful,    was   started. 

Perhapa  the  most  active  part  of  the 
half  year  which  Lieut.  Brown  spent  at 
the  front  was  that  occupied  by  his  unit 
in  holding  the  line  opposite  the  Hohen-

He  was  able  to  state, 
however,  that  the  condition  which  pre- 
vailed at.  the  outset  with  respect  to 
artillery  has  entirely  changed  and  that 
France  and  Great  Britain  are  now  able 
to  give  more  than  they  receive  In  the 
way  of  high  explosive  shelle.  shrspnel. 
etc 

When  Lieut.  Brown  left  France  he 
was  suffering,  to  n  slight  extent,  from 
shook.  He  haa  since  almost  recovered, 
however,  and  looks  forward  to  renam- 
ing his  customary  robust  health  before 
returning.

BANTAMS  POPULAR 
WITH  Mi  BATTALIONS 


Many  Men  of  Type  Sought  by 
the  143rd  Are  Enlisted  in 
Various  Units  Formed  in 
This  Province. 


Another  draft  of  recruits  for  the 
143rd  Battalion.  British  Columbia 
Bantanm,  arrived  on  Tuesday  from  the 
Mainland,  and  the  enrolment  of  this 
unit  is  now  approaching  very  close  to 
the  900  mark.  Less  than  160  men  are 
needed  to  complete  the  establishment 
of  the  143rd  Battalion  to  war  strength 
and  when  the  required  numbers  have 
been  enlisted  it  la  anticipated  that  the 
Bantams   will   be   dispatched   overseas. 

Recruiting  for  the  H3rd  haa  not 
been  without  difficulties.  When  the  Idea 
was  put  forward  that  a  Bantam  Bat- 
talion be  formed  It  was  generally  be- 
lieved that  men  of  the  required  height 
would  not  be  taken  by  the  other  bat- 
talions then  enlisting  men.  The 
standard  height  was  5  feet  and  4 
inches,  and  when  the  143rd  was  mobi- 
lized It  was  the  Intention  that  all  men 
under     that    height     would     be    enrolled

in  the  Bantams,  But  the  Bantams 
seemed  greatly  in  demand  by  all 
the  battalions  then  being  formed  and 
each  one  vied  with  the  other  to  secure 
as  many  of  them  as  they  could.  Mean- 
while, while  these  battalions  had  the 
widar  field — being  able  to  enlist  men  of 
all  heights — the  Bantams  were  confined 
to  the  men  under  6  feet  and  4  Inches, 
and    their    field    was    restricted. 

When  the  67th  Battalion  left  for  the 
front  It  was  noticeable  that  there  were 
a  large  number  of  men  of  Bantam 
height  among  them.  Then,  when  the 
88th  moved  on  to  the  steamer  on  their 
way  across  It  was  again  noticeable 
that  they  took  many  bantams  with 
them.  So  It  was  with  each  succeeding 
battalion  that  left  Victoria.  All  took 
many  men  of  the  height  required  for 
the   Bantams. 

It  Is  well  known  that  If  all  the  men 
of  bantam  height  had  been  confined  to 
the  Bantams  that  there  would  have 
been  little  difficulty  about  the  enlist- 
ment— not  a  single  battalion  alone, 
but  of  two  Bantam  battalions.  It  Is 
well  known,  also,  that  every  battalion 
now  in  British  Columbia  training  for 
overseas  service  has  large  numbers  of 
men  under  6  feet  and  4  inches  In 
height.  Several  hundred  of  the  men  of 
this  type  can  be  seen  whenever  the 
brigade  now  ramped  at  Vernon  Is 
paraded.  If  the  143rd  Battalion  had 
been  allotted  the  whole  Held  of  smaller 
men  it  would  have  been  up  to  strength 
long  ago,  and  even  with  the  competi- 
tion for  the  men  of  the  time  sought  by 
the  many  other  battalions  which  have 
been  formed,  recruiting  Is  proceeding 
well. 

The  14Srd  Battalion  was  mobilised 
In  February  last  and  on  the  16th  of 
this  month  five  months  has  passed 
since  enlistment  began.  Today  the 
enrolment  has.  reached  over  880  men. 
and  It  Is  anticipated  that  but  a  few 
weeks  will  elapse  before  the  total  num- 
ber   required    are    In    service.

"The  Duke  of  Brunswick."  says  ths 
correspondent,  "who  has  been  the  victim 
of  profound  melancholia  since  the  early 
days  of  the  war,  now  la  declared  to  be 
hopelessly  Insane.  His  mental  collapse 
was  the  result  of  a  trying  experience 
while  commanding  a  detachment  of 
German  troops  on  the  Ruaalan  frontier. 
when  he  wltneased  the  tragic  fate  of 
his  men.  nil  of  whom  were  swallowed 
up  in  a  treacherous  marsh. 


The  Dnke  of  Brunswick,  as  Prince 
Ernest  August  of  Cumberland,  married 
rrlnceas  Victorls  Lulse.  daughter  of  ths 
German  Emperor,  at  Berlin.  In  May, 
1818.  In  March.  1818,  a  Copenhagen 
dispatch  reported  the  Duke  to  be  suf- 
fering from  a  nervoua  breakdown, 
which  waa  considered  Incurable.

Indian  Still  atloatag — The  aearch  for 
Tommy  llalein,  the  aged  Kaanlch  In- 
dian who  Is  supposed  to  have  fallen 
out  of  hie  canoe  In  the  vicinity  of  Oak 
Bay  some  tlmo  between  last  Friday  and 
Sunday,  has  so  far  been  in  vain.  Tbo 
Oak  Bay  police,  who  have  been  in- 
vestigating the  case,  have  practically 
given  It  up,  while  the  Indians  have  also 
discontinued  the  hunt  for  the  body, 
which  is  believed  to  have  drifted  out 
to  sea.  Mr.  W  K  Dltchburn,  inspector 
of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs, 
yesterday  received  a  message  from  tho 
lijrhthoune  keeper  at  Mary  Todd  iBland 
to  the  effect  that  Halem  was  noticed 
on  Friday  making  his  way  around  Ten- 
Mile  Point  That  was  the  last  seen  of 
him. 

Helping  Themselves — "It's  Just  ono 
thing  after  another,"  is  the  way  the 
police  put  it.  If  it's  not  petty  thieves 
purloining  metal  fixtures  from  empty 
buildings,  or  midnight  prowlers  enter- 
ing business  offices,  then  It's  some  mis- 
creant who  seeks  to  protect  his  poul- 
try by  poisoning  the  canine  population 
of  his  particular  district,  or  some  light- 
fingered  Individual  who  finds  It  easier 
to  rob  the  vegetable  garden  of  some 
thrifty  and  energetic  resident  than  to 
assist  himself  In  the  great  and  patri- 
otic movement  towards  increased  pro- 
duction and  thrift.

All  In  all, 
there  appears  to  be  a  general  desire  on 
the  part  or  a  certain  portion  of  the 
city's  population  to  benefit  by  the  In- 
dustry of   the  other.

which  will  be  used  to  draw  up  the  sew- 
age In  the  Oorgo  district  so  that  It  can 
be  carried  to  the  sea  by  the  Northweat 
sewer,  which  has  its  outlet  near  Macau- 
lay  Point.  Work  on  the  installation  of

Oaae  is  Dismissed — Magistrate  Jay 
yesterday  dismissed  the  charge  brought 
against  the  proprietors  of  the  Vernon 
Hotel  of  selling  liquor  In  prohibited 
hours.  He  did  so  after  hearing  tho  evi- 
dence of  three  young  women  employed 
on  the  premises  In  question,  which  con- 
tradicted the  testimony  of  two  detec- 
tives who  appeared  for  the  prosecution 
and  said  that  they  had  procured  whlaky 
with  their  meal  on  Sun. lay  evening  and 
had  carried  a  quantity  of  It  away  with 
them  in  a  flank.  The  Court,  In  sum- 
ming up,  asserted  that  the  sworn  evi- 
dence of  the  women  could  not  be 
doubted  and  that,  further,  he  had  been 
impressed  by  the  straightforward  man- 
ner in  which  Robert  Grant,  Jr.,  had  told 
his  storv  to  tho  effect  that  there  had 
been  no  bottles  In  the  bar  auch  ao  that 
described  and  produced  by  the  prosecu- 
tion. The  action,  therefore,  waa  dis- 
missed. 

"Suspicions"  Characters — Since  tho 
recent  series  of  thefts  perpetrated  In 
offices  In  several  downtown  business 
blocks,  notably  the  Union  Bank,  Hlb- 
ben-Bone,  Arcade  and  other  premises. 
several  would-be  sleuths  have  made  It 
their  business  to  notify  the  police  au- 
thor itlos  of  what,  to  them,  appeared  to 
be  suspicious  characters  meandering 
about  the  atreets  late  at  night.  In  con- 
sequence It  haa  been  the  misfortune  or 
otherwise  of  certain  individuals  whoso 
presence  on  the  deserted  thoroughfares 
around  the  midnight  hour  aroused  sus- 
picions to  be  given  what.  In  police  par- 
lance, la  known  as  the  "once  over." 
The  "auapecta"  were  quite  Justified  la 
being  out  at  that  hour,  in  fact  they  are 
employed  on  night  work,  but  with  ru- 
mor* of  midnight  burglaries  being  com- 
mitted, some  well-intentioned  citlaena 
see  a  potential  second-storey  man  or 
porch-climber  In  everyone  who  la  not 
within  doors  after  tbo  stroke  of  mid- 
night. The  search  for  the  real  maieiae- 
tors  has  aa  yet  proved   without  results. 

Plagne  of  BseUsa  at  ■■flsaill 
Residents  of  the  outlying  section*  of 
Esquimau  In  tho  neighborhood  of 
Parson's  Bridge  last  night  ware  visited 
by  a  swarm  of  largo  hectlsa.  Their 
Intrusion  upon  the  peace  of  tko  com- 
munity caused  considerable  disturb- 
ance, and  Tao  Colonist  received  in- 
quiries from  people  living  In  tbo  In- 
fested district  as  to  whether  it  would 
bo  safe  to  retire  for  tko  night  while 
tho  creatures  woro  In  tho  vicinity.  Tbo 
hee'le*.  which  woro  of  a  large  brown 
ovooioa.  spotted  with  white,  aad  nearly 
two  lachea  long,  oeomed  to.  hare  their 
origin  somewhere  along  tao  Esquimau 
waterfront  and  were  encountered  at 
several  potate  along  tho  roost.  At  oae 
house  alone   twelve  woro   killed.     It   la 
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conjectured  that  perhaps  the  booties 
earns  off  ono  of  tbo  steamers  that  re- 
cently arrived  In  the  harbor  from  tko 
tropics,  but  UtUe  credence  la  given  to 
that  theory,  although  their  eudden  ap- 
pearance baa  caused  considerable 
mystification.

The  South  Sssnleh  tax  sale  concluded 
St  It  o'clock  yesterday  snd  la  said  to 
have  been  a  complete  auceesa.  There 
waa  s  total  of  700  properties  put  on  the 
market  In  the  eourse  of  the  two  days 
snd  s  hslf  over  which  the  auction  ex- 
tended. Of  theae  only  fifty.  In  round 
number*,  were  left  on  the  handa  of  the 
corporation.  The  aggregate  sum  real- 
ised, according  to  a  statement  made  by 
Mr.  R.  K.  F.  Sewell.  Is  tle,770. 

This  sum,  however,  does  not  spell  the 
entire  benefit  of  the  sale  to  the  munici- 
pality in  the  opinion  of  the  officials. 
They  point  out  that  not  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  property  advertised  was 
permitted  to  go  under  the  hammer. 
When  the  owners  reellxed  thst  It  was  s 
question  of  paying  their  delinquent 
taxes  or  losing  their  property  they  pre- 
ferred to  adopt  the  former  course.  II 
Is  estimated  thst  there  was  paid  into 
the  coffera  of  the  municipality  during 
the  daya  immediately  preceding  the 
sale,  as  well  as  during  that  event,  at 
least  141,000. 

Some  of  what  waa  realized  was  re- 
ceived In  the  form  of  moneys  offered, 
over  and  above  the  taxes  due,  on  some 
of  the  lands  auctioned.  This  must  be 
set  aside  to  meet  demands  which  may 
be  received  from  the  original  owners 
for  the  redemption  of  what  haa  been 
sold.  The  remainder,  however,  goes 
Into  the  treasury  of  South  Baenich,  and, 
although  it  is  too  soon  to  make  any 
predictions,  it  Is  believed  thst  the  In- 
come estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  has  been  more  than  realised,  so 
that  the  Reeve  and  Council  are  on  the 
safe  side  In  their  plan*  for  the  expendi- 
ture  for   1916. 

If  there  is  any  surplus  cash  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  finding  worthy  and 
necessary  public  works  Into  which  to 
sink  It.  That  much  Is  clearly  evidenced 
by  the  discussions  which  take  place  at 
the  regular  fortnightly  meetings  of  the 
Council.  The  rivalry  between  the  coun- 
cillors of  the  several  wards  has  been 
growing  even  more  keen  of  late,  espe- 
cially with  regard  to  expenditures. 
Councillor  Dlggon,  for  instance,  waa  op- 
posed by  some  in  his  effort  to  obtain  an 
appropriation  for  the  new  sidewalk  or 
the  Gorge  Road,  notwithstanding  that  It 
was  pointed  out  that  this  thoroughfare 
was  In  a  different  class  to  any  other; 
that  it  would  be  dangeroua  to  allow 
pedestrians  to  use  the  pavements  In 
such  a  generally  frequented  resort,  and 
that,  without  a  walk,  the  municipality, 
in  the  event  of  an  accident,  would  be 
liable.  Then  when  the  same  councillor 
proposed  that  Parkdale,  where  walks 
gre  badly  needed,  should  be  given  a  few 
— not  enough  to  meet  anything  like  the 
requirements — there  was  a  general 
shaking  of  heads  over  the  suggested 
outlay  of  1200  or  $800. 

In  justice  to  those  members  of  the 
Council  who  have  taken  the  broad  stand 
of  supporting  improvements  calculated 
to  reault  In  "the  Greatst  good  for  the 
greatest  number,"  regardless  of  whether 
it  Is  Intended  spending  the  money  In 
Ward  T  or  V>ard  4,  It  should  be  ex- 
plained thst  sidewalks  and  other  such 
works  have  not  been  opposed  by  Reeve 
McGregor,  Councillor  Borden  and  some 
of  the  others,  when  It  could  be  proved 
that  they  really  were  needed.  There  are 
s  number  of  petitions  from  residents  in 
various  parts  of  the  municipality  for 
convenlencea  of  a  like  character  which 
will  come  before  the  Council  at  an  early 
date.

Evidently  stunned' by  a  fall  from  of f 
the  rocks  on  the  waterfront  at  Beacon 
Hill  Park,  Mrs.  Norman  Hirst,  of  133 
Cook  Street,  waa  drowned  yeaterday 
morning,  sometime  after  10  a.m.  The 
finding  of  her  hat  snd  coat  lying  upon 
the  rocks,  where  she  had  apparently 
placed  them,  was  the  first  indication  of 
tho  tragedy.  Passers-by  saw  the 
ciothlng,  and  later  discovered  the  body 
floating  about  100  feet  from  the 
we  tor's  edge.  The  police  were  notified 
at  1:45  p.m.,  and  Constahles  Allen, 
Palmer,  and  Coburn  went  to  the  spot 
and  secured  the  body.  Severe  bruises 
about  the  head  showed  where  Mrs.  Hirst 
had  struck   the  rocks  In  her  fall. 

There  Is  absolutely  no  reason  to  sup- 
pose that  Mrs.  Hirst's  death  was  due 
to  other  than  an  accident.  When  her 
husband,  Mr.  Norman  Hirst,  left  home 
st  I  o'clock,  yeaterday  morning,  aha  was 
In  exceptionally  good  spirits,  and  In- 
tended during  the  morning  paying  a 
visit  to  a  new  home  which  they  had 
Just  rented  and  into  which  they  pro- 
posed moving  soon.  When  Mr.  Hirst 
got  back  at  noon  aha  was  not  st  home. 
Thinking  that  perhaps  she  waa  still 
inspecting  the  new  residence,  he  tele- 
phoned to  the  parties  st  present  occu- 
pying the  place,  but  the  answer  was 
that  no  one  had  been  home  prior  to  10 
a.m.,  snd  If  Mrs.  Hirst  had  called,  she 
must  hsve  come  prior  to  thst  hour. 

The  supposition  la  that  Mrs.  Hlrat 
did  call  st  the  house,  and  finding  no 
one  there,  went  along  to  the  park  for  a 
walk.  Intending  to  return.  She  appar- 
ently went  out  on  the  rooks,  and  as  the 
day  waa  warm,  removed  her  coat  and 
hat.  It  la  thought  she  must  have 
slipped  from  the  rocks.  There  Is.  rel- 
atives state,  absolutely  no  reason  to 
suppose  thst  her  death  wss  premedi- 
tated. 

About  five  weeks  sgo,  Mr.  snd  Mrs. 
Hi  rat  came  to  Victoria  to  reside,  and 
while,  at  their  former  home  at  Hamil- 
ton. Ont,  she  had  not  been  In  a  good 
siate  of  health,  since  their  arrival  here 
she  had  Improved  greatly.  Her  husband 
haa  been  engaged  with  Mr.  Thomas 
rilmley  In  the  motor  business.  He  Is 
a  brother  of  Mr.  Harvey  Hirst,  chief 
draughtsman  of  the  draughting  depart- 
ment. In  the  Land  Registry  Office.  The 
lata  Mrs,  Hirst  wss  16  years  of  age.

Because  the  city  refused  to  expend 
the  |40  which  would  prove  to  be  the 
coat  of  the  forms  upon  which  the  dally 
reports  by  second-hand  store  proprietors 
snd  pawnbrokers  must  be  made  under 
the  terms  of  the  recent  by-law  passed 
by  the  city,  the  police  must  either  pre- 
pare their  own  forms  or  leave  it  to  the 
store  proprietors  snd  pawnbrokers  to  do 
so.  The  by-law  brings  Victoria  into 
line  with  all  other  Canadian  cities 
where  for  years  similar  regulations 
have  existed.  It  requires  that  dally  a 
full  report  of  all  goods  sold  to  second- 
hand storee  or  pawned  st  pawnbrokers 
must  be  made  to  the  police,  with  full  de- 
scriptions of  the  goods,  the  persons  dis- 
posing of  them,  etc  This  procedure 
will  materially  assist  the  police  in  fol- 
lowing up  stolen  property  snd.  st  the 
same  time,  make  it  difficult  for  thieves 
to  thus  dispose  of  gooda.  the  while  it 
makes  the  store  proprietor  more  care- 
ful. 

Victoria  hsa  lagged  far  behind  other 
Canadian  cities  in  this  reaped,  but  st 
last,  stter  repeated  urging  by  the  police, 
the  city  applied  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature  for  the  necessary  power 
to  put  such  s  plsn  into  force,  and  the 
power  being  received,  the  necessary  by- 
law was  passed  by  the  City  Council. 
But  having  gone  that  far,  the  Council 
now  refuses  to  complete  the  plan  by 
providing  the  proper  forms,  the  expen- 
diture of  140,  the  estimated  cost  of 
enough  blanks  to  laqt  for  two  year*. 
being  an  extravagance  which  cautious 
aldermen  cannot  see  their  way  to  author- 
ize. Aa  the  reports  are  of  a  nature  that 
should  be  kept  on  tile  in  the  department, 
the  lack  of  a  uniform  form  will  mean 
that  the  object  of  the  by-law  will  be 
practically  defeated,  a*  the  second-hand 
store  proprietors  snd  pawnbrokers  will 
not  go  to  the  expense  of  supplying 
themselves  with  proper  forms,  and  the 
reports  they  will  turn  in  will  bo 
framed  according  to  the  Individual  taste 
and  inclination  of  the  proprietor.

Covering  about  1.000  miles  of 
coast  line  the  good  ship  Columbia  II., 
navigated  by  her  able  skipper  snd 
superintendent,  Rev.  J.  Antle,  goes  to 
and  fro  on  her  mlsaion  of  comfort  and 
healing.  Before  this  work  started  men 
would  lie  sick  and  wounded  for  daya 
waiting  for  a  boat  to  carry  them  down 
to  the  city.

Mr.  Norman  Norcross.  well  known  in 
brttleh  Columbia,  died  early  yesterday 
morning  at  the  Provincial  Royal  Ju- 
bilee Hospital  after  a  long  Illness.

Complete  errangements  for  the  race,  the 
event  of  the  ssaaon  In  Northwest  yachting 
circles,  were  announced  yesterday  by  tho 
Mpton  Cup  committee  or  the  Seattle  Yacht 
Clnb. 

The  history  of  the  Upton  Cup  races  on 
Elliott  Bay  is  well  known  by  yachtsmen 
of  the  racinc  Coast.  In  IMS.  during  a 
visit  to  this  city,  sir  Thomas  Mpton,  the 
famous  Irish  sportsman  and  yachting  en- 
thusiast, donated  a  handsoms  trophy  for 
perpetual  competition  on  Puget  Sound  be- 
tween the  Seattle  Yacht  Club  and  any 
other  organisation  desiring  to  compete  for 
it.  Tbe  Vancouver,  B.  C.  Yacht  Club  im- 
mediately sent  a  challense  and  the  first 
race   took  place  In   1114. 

Two  boats  were  built  In  Seattle  for  the 
race,  the  Defender  and  the  Sir  Tom.  In 
the  preliminary  contests  the  Sir  Tom  de- 
feated the  Defender  for  the  honor  of  de- 
fending tbe  cup  and  was  matched  against 
the  Turenga  of  the   Canadian   club. 

With  Ted  Oeary  at  the  wheel,  the  Sir 
Tom  won  the  cup  easily.  The  Canadians 
were  preparing  to  try  again  in  1915.  out 
the  European  war  Intervened.  Oeary  took 
the  Sir  Tom  to  Ban  Francisco  to  compete 
In  the  Panama-  Pacific  Exposition  races 
and  returned  with  Ave  trophy  cups  ss 
prises. 

With  the  continuation  of  the  war  it  ap- 
peared that  tho  race  for  the  cup  would  he 
postponed  again  this  year  when  the  idea 
that  a  raee  between  two  local  yachts  fly- 
ing different  colors  for  the  trophy  was 
conceived.  Tbe  Defender  was  remodelld 
and  re-rigged  (or  the  purpose  of  Increai- 
Ing  her  speed  and  it  now  is  expected  that 
the  Sir  Tom  and  Defender  will  furnish 
competition  as  keen  as  any  ever  wit- 
nessed   locally. 

To  add  interest  to  the  contest  the  De- 
fender will  be  piloted  by  Joseph  Pugh,  a 
California  yaohtsman,  who  comas  hers 
with  the  reputation  of  being  a  sailor  nf 
marked  ability.  Deary's  sailing  talents 
are  well  known.  The  promoters  of  the 
race  believe  that  It  giould  be  unusually  In- 
teresting because  of  the  rivalry  betweei 
the  two  yachts  and  the  ability  of  the  con- 
tending  pilots. 

The  course  will  be  the  same  as  run  in 
1*14.  a  12- mile  triangle  run  finishing  eR 
West  Seattle.  Buoys  marking  tbe  courac 
will  be  placed  and  the  lane  of  travel  will 
be  patrolled  during  the  race.  Both  yachts 
have  a  rating  of  twenty  universal  ruW, 
although  ths  Sir  Tom  is  less  than  two  feci 
longer  than   the  Defender. 

Although  It  Is  not  expected  that  the 
Vancouver  Yacht  Club  will  compete  'o- 
the  cup,  an  Invitation  to  participate  in  the 
race  has  been  sent  by  the  local  associa- 
tion.

The  sum  and  substance  of  the 
pilot's  contention  is  that  there  was  a 
large  amount  of  deviation  In  the  com- 
pass on  the  westerly  courses,  amounting 
to  mora  than  three-quarters  of  a  point. 
Deviation  of  Compass 
The  queatlon  now  la,  "Was  there  or 
waa  there  not  any  great  deviation  In 
the  ship's  compaaa?"  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  the  Kenkon'a  cargo  con- 
sisted almost  entirely  of  metal  and 
knock-down  boa  cars  made  up  the  en- 
tire deck  cargo.  When  Capt.  Yama- 
guchl  was  questioned  yesterday,  ha 
stated  that  he  had  not  adjusted  the 
compass  before  leaving  Seattle.  He  had 
done  so  on  December  6,  one  day  out 
from  Japan,  when  he  took  his  position 
from  the  aun  and  fixed  the  deviation, 
as  he  found  an  error  of  one  degree.  The 
next  question  waa,  did  the  captain  get 
the  co-efficients  of  tha  ship  aa  affecting 
the  compass,  and  he  said  that  was  nxed 
by  magnets,  which,  of  course.  Is  the 
usual  thing.  Then  the  question  arose 
aa  to  whether  the  cargo  cauaed  any 
deviation  of  the  compass.  The  cap- 
tain replied  that  tha  rails  had  been 
placed  in  the  hold  of  the  ship,  with  the 
box  cara  on  deck,  and  it  remains  to 
be  decided  whether  this  caused  any 
deviation. 

Other  quest  inns  brought  out  yester- 
day affected  the  position  of  the  ship 
when  she  struck,  the  course  steered 
and  what  precautions  had  been  taken 
to  check  up  the  compass.

The  crack  guard  regiment  gathered 
a  crop  of  hay  from  a  Held  «©  clo»*  to 
the  French  that  the  grasa  could  only 
be  cut  at  night,  and  carried  back  to 
vacant  fields,  where  It  could  be  *pread 
and  cured. 

The  harvest  will  be  well  worth  tha 
rl*k.  Great  flelda  of  wheat,  oat*,  ryo 
and  potatoes  were  to  be  *een  on  every 
hand.  A  German  officer  who  was  en- 
countered by  the  correspondent  during 
the  tour  *ald  casually  that  the  crop* 
of  grain  and  vegetables  In  the  occupied 
district*  of  France  would  be  sufficient 
to  supply  the  need*  of  the  army. 

All  the  cattle  from  a  thousand  hills 
seem  to  have  been  sent  to  grace  and 
fatten  on  the  French  meadows.  Th* 
correspondent  today  had  only  to  turn 
his  head  to  see  a  half  dosen  herds  of 
rrom  60  to  200  head  of  cattle,  mostly 
of  German  origin,  sent  hither  to  fat- 
ten and  be  slaughtered  in  the  military 
slaughter  houses. 

One  of  these  abattoirs,  which  aup- 
plles  the  needs  of  a  single  corps, 
slaughters  dally  5C  beeves.  200  pig*  and 
the  same  number  of  sheep. 

The  Institution,  which  the  corpa  In. 
t<  iid.i  nt  developed  from  the  four  brick 
walls  of  an  abandoned  agricultural  es- 
tablishment, now  Include*  a  big  saus- 
age plant,  a  complete  brewery,  and  a 
bottling  plant,  and  also  has  attached 
to  It  a  creamery  and  a  cheese  factory, 
i  k  in  which  the  troops  are  supplied. 

New  improvements  In  the  process  of 
utilisation  are  being  constantly  tried  In 
the  army.  The  Emperor  seta  an  ex- 
ample for  the  officers  of  the  Inten- 
dency  division  in  new  schemes  of  util- 
ization. He  recently  appointed  agricul- 
tural specialists  of  the  army,  with  the 
suggestion  that  the  seed*  in  many  field* 
of  oats  were  «o  overgrown  with  hede- 
iii  li.  or  hedge  mustard — a  weed  related 
to  several  oil-bearing  plants — that  per- 
haps it  would  be  worth  while  to  reap 
the  weed  instead  of  the  grain  to  see 
whether  oil  could  not  be  extracted  from 
it.  The  specialists  were  able  to  report 
a  process  for  utilising  both  the  grain 
nnd  the  weed,  extracting  considerable 
oil    from    the   weed*. 


WASHINGTON.  July  !•.— In  a  letter 
just  received  here  from  a  high  official 
of  tho  Britlah  Government,  It  Is  aet 
forth  that  whatever  comment  the  Ger- 
mans make  concerning  the  preaent  Al- 
lied drive  In  the  Western  front.

"It  1*  a  mistaken  Idea  Uist  this  M 
th*  drive  that  wlU  end  the  war."  wrote 
this  official.  "Wo  are  Juot  blooding 
the  new  army,  killing  plenty  of  Ger- 
mans In  the  effort  and  gaining  ground. 
By  nest  year."  we  shall  hav*  1.000.000 
or  more  seasoned  men  who  Will  know 
what  war  Is.  ' 

"Report*  continue  to  reach  here  that 
the  German  looses  In  the  great  Jutland 
nettle  were  far  heavier  thssawere  re- 
ported. A*  I  told  you  before,  we  are 
certain  they  loat  the  Kaiser  and"  Kron- 
prln*.  two  of  the  neweat  miner-dread- 
nought* of  the  German  navy,  which 
a  ere  built  alnce  the  war  began. 

"There  1*  at  leaat  a  feeling  In  Ger- 
many among  the  working  cla**e*  that 
they  have  been  deceived  by  their  ruler*. 
Also,  I  want  you  to  remember  this — 
the  Germans  are  ready  for  a  movement 
on  Denmark.  There  have  been  many 
outward  symptoms  of  It,  Don't  forget 
Herr  Ballln's  words — 'We  don't  mind 
how  much  gold  we  pay  to  Denmark,  as 
wc  can  always  go  and  fetch  It  back 
whenever   we   wish    to   do   so.' 

"Concerning  the  German  super-sub- 
marine. I  should  think  that  thl*  type 
of  ve**el  a*  a  freighter  would  appeal 
to   the   State  department   in  "Washington 


as  a  great  menace  to  the  United  States 
There  Is  nothing  to  prevent  Mexico  from

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HOLD  AUSTRIANS  BACK 

Italian*      Bepulse      Violent      Counter-At- 
tacks   on    Mont*    Olmone— Enemy 
Using   Explosive   Bullets 

ROME.  July  26.— The  following  offi- 
cial  statement  was  Issued  today: 

"In  the  Lagarina  Valley  and  In  the 
Borcola  region  our  artillery  shelled 
enemy  troops  on  the  march. 

"On  the  Posina-Astlco  line  during  the 
nisht  of  the  -1th,  we  repelled  violent 
counter-attacks  against  the  summit  of 
Monte  Clmone.  We  are  working  to  dis- 
lodge the  enemy  from  that  mountain. 
On  the  Aslago  plateau  we  are  consoli- 
dating our  new  positions.  Yesterday 
we   captured   30   prisoners   there. 

"In  Carnla  our  artillery  bombarded 
enemy  convoys  on  the  Monte  Croce  dl 
Comellco  road.  Enemy  batteries  shelled 
villages  on  the  upper  Degano  Valley, 
killing  some  civilian*. 

"On  the  Isonxo  front  there  wa*  noth- 
ing of  importance.  The  enemy  1*  re- 
ported to  be  Increasing  the  use  of  ex- 
plosive rifle  bullets." 

FOOD  FOR  STARVING 

Oreat    Britain     Consents    to    Its     Being 

■mt  to  Poland  Under  Supervision 

of  Ventral  Commission 


LONDON.  July  «.— Oreat  Britain  will 
conaent  to  the  admission  of  food  In  the 
nelda  oocupled  by  the  armle.  of  the  cen- 
tral power,  under  the  .upervtolon  of  a  neu- 
tral commission  appointed  by  Presldtnt 
Wilson. 

This  will  cause  surprise  In  relief  circles 
which  have  been  working  hard  to  procurs 
some  form  of  relief  for  Poland,  as  the  be- 
lief had  become  general  that  negotlatlona 
between  the  Entente  powers  and  German/ 
had  reached  a  deadlock  which  offered  no 
hope  of  agreement. 

The  full  details  of  the  Britlah  offer  will 
be  sent  to  Walter  Hlnes  Pas*,  th*  Ameri- 
can ambassador,  la  the  form  ot  a  letter 
for  transmission  to  President  Wilson. 
Therefore  they  cannot  be  disclosed  until 
the  letter  ha*  been  received  In  Washing- 
ton.
